NEW  HALLS 
WILL  ARISE 
ON  CAMPUS 


THREE  BUILDINGS 
TO  STAND  READY 
FOR  USE  IN  FALL 


Three  new  buildings,  two  resi¬ 
dence  halls  and  a  fieldhouse,  will 
be  erected  on  the  St.  Joe  campus 
during  the  summer. 

Two  reasons  were  given  for  the 
building  program.  The  first,  was 
that  the  enrollment  has  been 
growing  by  such  leaps  and 
bounds  that  it  has  been  neces- 1 
sary  to  add  new  residence  facili¬ 
ties  ever  summer  for  the  past 
four  years.  The  second,  was  that 
St.  Joe  authorities  are  seeking  a 
more  complete  segregation  of 
the  three  groups  on  the  campus 
—high  school  students,  collegians, 
and  seminarians. 

A  three-story  hall,  for  seminar¬ 
ians,  is  to  be  located  at  the  south¬ 
east  corner  of  the  chapel  build¬ 
ing.  Its  Romanesque  lines  will 
conform  with  those  of  the  chapel. 
The  building  will  have  facilities 
for  the  housing  of  85  students. 

A  two-story  hall  for  college 
students  will  stand  on  the  west 
side  of  the  campus  and  will  con¬ 
form  with  the  Georgian  lines  of 
the  recently  completed  Seifert 
Hall.  It  will  accommodate  90 
students. 

The  fieldhouse,  rather  modern¬ 
istic  in  design,  will  be  120  feet 
wide  and  226  feet  long.  It  will 
probably  stand  on  the  north 
campus  just  west  of  the  football 
gridiron.  Funds  for  the  field- 
house  are  being  raised  by  the 
Alumni  as  their  part  in  the 
Golden  Jubilee  celebration  which 
is  to  get  under  way  next  fall.

I  am,  indeed,  happy  to  report  that 
the  organization  of  plans  for  the  Golden 
Jubilee  Drive  are  progressing  most 
satisfactorily.

The  most  significant 
phase  of  this  preparatory  work  for  the 
Drive  is  the  enthusiasm  and  the  keen 
interest  displayed  everywhere  by 
|  Alumni,  old  and  young,  and  the  indi¬ 
vidual  determination  of  every  Alumnus 
to  do  something,  no  matter  how  small. 
This  is  most  heartening  because  it  evi¬ 
dences  a  vigorous  and  robust  Alumni  j 
spirit,  as  a  vital  force  ensuring  the 
stability  and  growth  of  the  College.
